o f a British naval trawler. 
While 
Mo sco w’s 
red 
army, 
handicapped by fo g and sno w, 
^as repo rted advancing slo wly 
bu t inexo rably to ward Viipu ri, 
lo gical springbo ard fo r an o f­ 
fensive into Finland pro per, the 
British press anno u nced destru c­ 
tio n o f fo u r nazi u ndersea raiders. 
The admiralty wo u ld no t co n­ 
firm this, bu t Paris military ad­ 
vices gave su ppo rt by declaring 
two U-bo ats were su nk yesterday 
in the No rth sea, apparently by 
British 
planes and 
apparently 
two o f the fo u r mentio ned in 
Lo ndo n. 
On the debit side the admiralty 
had to anno u nce lo ss o f the 
trawler Benvo lio , 352 to ns and the 
30th British naval casu alty o f the 
nearly six-mo nth-o ld war. 
The Lo ndo n air ministry an­ 
no u nced that Ro yal Air Fo rce 
pilo ts had penetrated far into 
Germany o n reco nnaissance and 
pro paganda leaflet flights fo r the 
seco nd su ccessive night. In o ther 
flu rries o f aerial activity in the 
war in the west, Germany re­ 
po rted repeated French effo rts to 
mak e reco nnaissance so rties had 
been repu lsed by alert anti-air­ 
craft fire, while the French an­ 
no u nced enemy o bservatio n flights 
to the very gates o f Paris. 
Ro o sevelt Heads

Scandinavians Are 
Seeking Way To 
Stay Neutral 


COPENHAGEN, Feb. 24—(AP) 
—With the flames o f two wars 
threatening to engu lf their co u n­ 
tries, the fo reign ministers o f Den­ 
mark , Sweden and No rway jo intly 
so u ght t(xiay means o f halting the 
sink ing o f their ships, bo mbing o f 
their to wns and vio latio n o f their 
territo rial waters, while still main­ 
taining their neu trality. 
Fo reign 
Ministers Dr. Peter 
Mu nch, Denmark ; Halvdan Ko ht, 
No rway, and Christian Gu nther, 
Sweden, schedu led meetings this 
afterno o n and Su nday. 
Ko ht declared befo re the first 
sessio n that “the sharpened sea 
warfare” and its effect o n the 
Scandinavian co u ntries wo u ld be 
o ne o f the principal to pics fo r dis­ 
cu ssio n. 
“Parallel actio n” by the three 
co u ntries will be co nsidered, he 
sgid. 
Danish Craft Su nk . 
Even as the fo reign ministers 
gathered, wo rd was received that 
ano ther Danish vessel, the 1,206- 
to n Aase, had been su nk In the 
Atlantic with the lo ss o f 16 lives. 
Anxiety mo u nted in the Scandi­ 
navian co u ntries as these pro b­ 
lems faced their statesmen.

Even as Ko ht left Oslo last 
night fcHT the co nference, the sink ­ 
ing o f two mo re No rwegian ships 
and the setting fire to a third in 
the Nmrth sea w« re repo rted.

NEW YORK, Feb. 24—(AP)— 
Jo seph P. Kennedy, U. S. ambas- 
sadmr to Great Britain, sailed o n 
the United States liner Manhattan 
to day after an absence o f three 
mo nths fro m his po st. 
In an interview, Kennedy said 
he tho u ght “witho u t qu estio n that 
the United States sho u ld stay o u t 
o f the war,” and declared that the 
eco no mics o f Eu ro pe was “getting 
pro gressively wo rse.”

Lo dk - 
yer is rather pro u d o f his resem­ 
blance to th« prime minister, 
altho u gh he has never met Mr.

“In that which 1 have pu t fo r­ 
ward as o u r aims, there is no th­ 
ing hu miliating o r. <H>pre8sive fo r 
anyo ne.”

Rush Clarke requested that b ond 
b e set for Hinckle, explaining to 
the court he feared Hinckle would 
leave the state.

Lancaster county jail. 
Hinckle Comments. 
Commenting on Clarke's action, 
Hinckle said, “Thei^ isn’t any

He added, too, that “I have 
admitted these charges all along.” 
Hinckle was conferring at the 
capitol with Clarke when Lang 
took him into custody.

What Mak es the Wheels 
Go Round? 
T 
hos e figures made public by State Tax Com­ 
missioner W. H. Smith are not inviting. They 
deal with tax es, and invariably tax ation is a head­ 
ache. 
In 19 39 it took slightly less than 47 millions 
of dollars raised through direct levy to support 
all activities of state, county, and local govern­ 
ments. 
That is approx imately 20 millions less 
tha n the peak in 19 27, but there the parallel ends 
for reasons which probably are and should be 
k nown to every Nebrask an. 
The peak came dur­ 
ing lush years, when busines.s was riding high, 
when unemployment was at a minimum, when 
wages and salaries were tops, and when farm 
Income was two or three times what it is today. 
Th# estimate of farm income for 19 39 by the 
federal-state statistical bureau was under 200 mil­ 
lions of dollars and part of it, a sizable part, was 
made up of farm benefit payments. 
Throughout 
the twenties farm income ranged from 350 mil­ 
lions to in ex cess of 400 millions of dollars. 
In­ 
come from industrial operations was equal to that 
amount or greater. 
So basically at the bottom of 
Nebrask a tax troubles, to which so frequently ref­ 
erence is made, is the drop in income.

he record, in fact, is enough to attract atten­ 
tion beyond the boundaries of Nebrask a in a 
far more effective and sound fashion than that un­ 
dertak en through the "White Spot.” 
The absence 
of bonded indebtedness by the state is commend­ 
able. 
It means Nebrask a has been law-abiding, 
because there is a constitutional ban against the 
state going into debt. No one brok e the law. The 
refusal to be stampeded into adopting a variety of 
new tax es is most admirable, because so many 
states were unable to resist the temptation. 
The 
continuance of a pay-as-you-go policy is an ade­ 
quate basis for pride but all that it reflects Is 
a 
deeply ingrained trait of Nebrask a character. 
The figures to which Tax Commissioner Smith 
directs attention are something else. 
They show 
that in between the lush years, and the close of 
19 39 , even though it hurt in so many instances, 
the people of Nebrask a lopped off 20 millions 
from the tax bill for the maintenance of govern­ 
ment, That was nice going. They began to apply 
the brak e two years before there was a cloud in 
the sk y; two years before a stock mark et crash 
destroyed illusory world, and wreck ed the dreams 
of men of great riches. 
They have k ept everlast­ 
ingly and eternally at it ever since in a fine spirit 
of frugality and thrift. That is an infinitely greater 
achievement than those matters to which so much 
attention was directed during the "White Spot 
campaign.

LEPROS Y HARDLY A CONTAGIOUS 
DIS EAS E: OIL TREATMENT US ED 
I v/as walk ing along a street in 
New Orleans with my wife a few 
week s ago, and there approached 
us a young man who wore dark 
goggles, evidently had a good deal 
of his nose destroyed and two 
white patches on his cheek . My 
wife shuddered at this gruesome 
sight, and as he passed us he 
brushed her arm. She ask ed me 
what was the m atter with him 
and I replied, “Only leprosy,” at 
which I had a young domestic ex ­ 
plosion on my hands. 
I reassured he that leprosy, con­ 
trary to popular belief, is hardly 
contagious at all, and when we got 
to Mex ico City I persuaded her to 
visit the leper sanitarium there. 
I visited the only continental 
United States leprosarium (there 
is one in Honolulu) near New O r­ 
leans this month. This sanitarium 
is located at Carville. All the 
states are authorized to send their 
lepers to this institution, a model 
of its k ind, which tak es care of 
about 400 lepers constantly, the 
year ’round. Sometimes they get 
away and we occasionally find 
them wandering around the roads 
of California, but they are usually 
glad to return to the leprosarium. 
Of Grea t Antiquity . 
Leprosy is a disease of great 
antiquity, although most of the 
lepers described in the Bible and 
in medieval times probably were 
suffering from some other condi­ 
tion. Very few parts of the world 
are entirely free from the disease. 
Leprosy is 
common in 
China, 
Japan, the Philippines, Australia, 
India, Arabia, Iceland, the Scandi­ 
navian countries and Russia. 
There are several forms of lep­ 
rosy. In the commonest form the 
germ invades the nose and infil­ 
trates from the nose into the sk in 
of the cheek . In the course of time 
this invasion assumes a nodular 
form so that the sk in on the cheek 
and forehead is thick and lumpy. 
The patients have a leonine ex ­ 
pression. In the other form the 
germ invades the nervous system 
and it is characterized by flat 
white spots on the sk in, usually 
on the hands and legs. These spots 
become numb and contractures of 
the tendons occur so that there is 
a claw hand or foot.

very satisfactory with the use of a 
preparation k nown as chaulmoogra 
oil. In a report of the United States 
Public Health Service I find that 
23 per cent of the patients, after 
treatment, can be paroled, as no 
longer even a faint menace to the 
public. Ninety-one per cent of the 
remaining under treatm ent are 
either improved or become sta­ 
tionary. 
The belief that leprosy is very 
contagious still obtains, yet there 
are a good many lepers wandering 
around the country.
